The 
governor blamed the Smoot-Hawley 
tariff act for trade walls erected by 
customer. nations as a retaliatory 
measure, : 

Mr. Roosevelt outlined his views on 
the three important international 

uestions at the meeting of the New 
ork State Grange. His speech fol- 
lowed by a few days the challenge of 
William Randolph Hearst that the 
New York governor declare where ne 
stood on the League issue. It also 
followed an assertion by Newton D. 
Baker, also an advocate of Wilson's 
League, that the League was not an 
issue in this year’s presidential cam- 
paign.

“The first lesson for all the world 
is recognition that a treaty is a na- 
tion’s word of honor to another nation 
and that all just national debts are 
debts of honor; that therefore no hon 
orable nation may break a treaty,in 
spirig any more than they may break:

DEBT INCREASES 
OVER BILLION IN YEA 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(4)-—An 
inerease of $1,652,.592,880 in the gross 
public debt during the 12 months 
ending January 31, 1932, was shown 
today in the monthly statement of the 
treasury. 

The total debt is now $17,815,- 
861,111. 

Since January: 31 the treasury has 
issued an additional $372,000,000 of 
Treasury certificates which were used 
to raise funds for the Reconstruction 
Credit Corporation and retire $61,000,- 
000 in maturing treasury bills. 

Large decreases in the government’s 
revenue from taxes were the chief 
causes of the increase in the public 
debt. 

In addition to dropping away of 
revenue the treasury was called upon 
to raise tunds to finance the addi- 
tional loans under the World War 
service certificate fund and additional 
money to carry on the government's 
huge building operations and other re- 
lief work.

MOSCOW, Feb. 2.—(#)—Prices of 
food and clothing. as well as other 
manufactured articles, went up 20 per 
cent to 100 per cent in Moscow by 
government order today, making but- 
ter $1.14 a pound and shoes $50 a 
pair. 

The increase in food prices aver- 
aged 20 to 25 per cent and that for 
clothing from 25 to 100 per cent. The 
rise applied to goods in the co-opera- 
tive stores as well as the “open” or 
higher-priced stores where anyone is 
permitted to buy. 

The increase, which was  unan- 
nounced and which followed an aver- 
age reduction of 30 per cent in “open” 
store prices less than three months 
ago, raised the price of butter from 
$2.10 for 2 1-5 pounds to $2.50, white 
bread from 12 1-2 cents to 15 cents for 
the same weight and shoes from $25 
to $50.

COMMITTEE APPROVES

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The sen- 
ate finance committee today gave its 
approval to the joint resolution by 
Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, conferring upon the president 
authority to effect economies in the 
cost of government by consolidating, 
transferring or abolishing any board, 
bureau or office in the executive 
branch not under the jurisdiction of 
any executive department.

CONSERVATIVE TREATMENT 
OF TONSILS. : 

In the past few years there has 
been a pronounced change in’ medical 
practice in respect to the method of 
dealing <= The reform has 
been ht about largely by the 
‘studies- of Kaiser, of Rochester, N. 
Y., and Welch, of Kansas City, Mo., 
I believe.. The former tabulated the 
results of tonsillectomy in several 
thousand school children, using as a 
control an equal number of -school 
children“who had not had tonsils re- 
moved. The latter made a_pathol- 
ogical examination of a thousand ton- 
sils after they had been removed in a 
dispensary by good throat specialists. 
‘No physician who is familiar with 
these studies can conscientiously ad- 
vise the removal of tonsils in the radi- 
cal way we all believed right 10 or 15 
years ago. : 

Only the incompetent doctor, the 
brass specialist, the dollar-grabbing 
operator now has the audacity to con- 
demn tonsils after a mere look in the 
throat. Before the physician can de- 
cide that a given tonsil is abnormal, 
pathological, infected or diseased or 
that it requires any kind of radical 
treatment, he makes a proper exam- 
nation of the tonsil, and that does 
not mean a mere inspection. It means 
the doctor must feel of the tonsils 
either with his finger or by means of 
instruments which will tell him its 
consistence and character. 


Good doctors today are not advising 
the removal of merely large tonsils 
and adenoids, unless the patient has 
definite ill consequences, such as deaf- 
ness, earaches, bronchitis and even 
when the doctor believes the large ton- 
sil harbors a focus or nidus of infec- 
tion he decides on removal of the 
tonsils only reluctantly. 

We have learned in the past few 
years that children’s tonsils are nor- 
mally quite large, that they vary 

reatly in size from time to time, per- 
aps according to the child’s general 
condition, . 

Perhaps the best way to prevent 
and cure overenlargement of tonsils

lions here and abroad out of useful 
work,”” 

Mr. Roosevelt, since he stepped out 
of national affairs with the outgoing 
Wilson administration, has maintained 
his contact with world figures both 
here and abroad, largely by corre- 
spondence. It was understood it was 
to these contacts that he referred. 

The text of Governor Roosevelt's 
address on the League of Nations, 
war debts and tariffs before the New 
York State Grange follows: 

“The question of markets is today 
our most vital question. 

“There are two outlets for our 
products; the first, an increase of 
home, consumption, and the second the 
sale of more of our industrial and 
agricultural products to other nations 
throughout the world. 

“You, in the state of New York, 
whether you live on the farm or work 
in the factory, are personally and 
deeply interested in the problem, not 
only of finding home markets but of 
finding foreign markets. Volumes’ of 
technical phrases have been written 
and uttered, but it all comes. down to 
this plain truth: 

“The nations of Europe, South 
America and the far east are not buy- 
ing our products of factory and farm 
for the very good reason that they 
have not the means to do the buying. 
International cash is gold, or its 
pensvelent and they have not got the 
gold. 

“For 10 years, between 1920 and 
1930, we Americans helped these oth- 
er nations to buy our goods by lend- 
ing them our own money to do the 
buying. We have stopped doing that 
now for good and obvious reasons.

Neil Describes Thrills 
Of Bobsled Ride 


Associated Press Writer Covers Icy Course at 
Mile-a-Minute Before Germans Crash. 


NOTE: Five minutes before the German 


bobsled team cracked up on the treacherous 


Olympic run, critically injuring two members, Edward J. Neil, Associated Press staff 
man, covered the course in a mile-a-minute dash with Harry Homberger, American pilot.

LAKE PLACID, N. Y., Feb. 2.—(AP)—They took me down the most 
dangerous mile and a half in the entire sports world today, gave me 


thrills enough to last a life time. 


‘A few minutes later before my eyes laid the picture of almost certain 
death and destruction that might well have come to me from less ‘capable 


hands. 


It was 7 o’clock in the morning, deadly cold on the top of Mount 


Van Hoevenberg and the bob sledders of eight nations, men who can’t 


have nerves, jaughed and chatted. 


At .their feet lay the Frankenstein ‘ 


contraptions known as bobsleds, 50 
pounds of steel and oak. In the air 
was a fine mist of snow. We were 
at the start of the Olympic bob slide, 
the mile and a half of glaring ice 
twisting through 25 awesome bends 
and hairpin curves down the mountain- 
side, the racing strip that in two days 
has sent eight Germans to the hos- 
pital. Today it all but killed two 
of them. . 

They watch the starter with his 
red flag and suddenly he gets 
word from a telephone. strung 
along the slide that all is clear. 
They say Homberger is the great- 

est bobsled driver in the history of 
the sport. He is the Albie Booth of 
bobsleds, 158 pounds, but his shoul- 
ders are the widest of the crew. His 
‘world record is 1:52 for one and one- 
half miles. .

LAKE. PLACID, N. Y., Feb. 2.—

Harrison, an auto mechanic who 
claims he is slowly dying from poison 
he took to cheat justice and latfghs at 
medical experts trying to save his 
life. 

Harrison, they said. admitted yes- 
terday he killed Earl Davis, a garage 
watchman, and told them under ques- 
tioning today he also slew Dr. James 
Schaffer, a dentist, and Miss Norma 
Newby. 38, who was kidnaped from 
her escort on a lonely road last March 
and found dead. 

The Davis and Sehaffer killings 
were two of a series of four. appar- 
ently motiveless assaults which mysti- 
fied the authorities recently, in each 


The skulls of the victims bore the 
marks of a blunt instrument like a 
hammer. 

Before he made the last two alleged 
confessions, Harfison laughed at Cook 
county hospital physicians who exam- 
ined him t4é determine the nature of 
the poison he says he took. 

“You can’t give me antidotes be- 
cause I won't tell you what the poi- 
son was,” he told them. 

The police planned an extensive in- 
vestigation to determine where Har- 
rison’s alleged activities. might have 
extended to places other than Chicago. 

In his confession, the police said, 
he told of abandoning an automobile 
he stole from Miss .Newby’s escort at 
Jonesville, Va., where it was found 
March 17. 

“I left the ear in Virginia some 
place.” the police quoted him as say- 
ing, “I remember I struck a man 
on the head with a hammer and left 
him for dead, but he didn’t die.”
